Distribution of Funds 


Holds Up Action 
On Measures 


Legislative measures up for con- 
sideration in a number of states 
seem to center largely around the 
gasoline tax. In Ohio there is an 
effort to increase it from 3 to 4 
cents and it is thought likely the 
rural vote will put it over. Amend- 
ments providing for the distribu- 
tion of gas tax funds are holding 
up the bill in Illinois. A 4-cent 
gas tax is proposed in Washington 
along with a $5 license fee. An 
Arkansas measure would tax the 
car manufacturer and the dealer 
for the makes of cars handled. 


Ohto Tax Measures 
May Be Adopted 


LEVELAND, Feb. 26.— 
Despite the opposition 
of automobile drivers’ organ- 
izations in Cleveland and 
other large centers of popu- 
lation in the state, the Legis- 
lature this week is expected 
to approve two additional tax 
measures against motorists. 
One calls for a drivers’ license to 
cost $1 a year, plus 25 cents for 
each extra member of the family 
who drives the same car and 
handling charges. Proceeds are to 
be used to finance the proposed 
state police force 
The other piece of legislation 
will increase the state gasoline 
tax from 3 to 4 cents a gallon. 
Only one state in the Union now 
is receiving more from gasoline 
taxes than Ohio, and but seven 
receive more from license tag 
fees.

He 
Started his sale two weeks ago, and 
still has a number of his $59 cars in 
stock. 

Latest to attempt something new 
to clear out its stocks of used cars 
is the Perraut Motor Company, 
which is spending much money and 
effort advertising “100 gallons of 
gasoline free with every used car 
sold.” 

This company has checked up the 
state license registrations and is 
sending postal cards to every car 
owner announcing this special in- 
ducement. It is also circularizing 
every prospective purchaser it can 
discover. Whether this inducement 
will be successful in liquidating the 
company’s surplus stock of second- 
hand automobiles cannot be fore- 
cast, but can be determined only 
after the sale has been in force for 
sufficient time to judge its value. 

Probably the most important 
factor in depressing the used-car 
market is, paradoxical as it may 
seem, the generally prosperous 
condition of this territory now. 

With so many excellent auto- 
mobiles to choose from at the new 
low prices that have been insti- 
tuted by the manufacturers for 
their 1929 lines, those who are in 
the market for automobiles of any 
kind are mostly confining their 
attention to new cars. 

This. while it is obviously bene- 
ficial to the sales of new cars, re- 
sults not only in decreasing the 
number of prospective purchasers 
of used cars but actually increases

the visible supply of used cars, as 
those who are buying new ones are 
turning in old ones in trade. These 
cars, taken in without any alter- 
native on the part of the dealers who 
would otherwise quite obviously lose 
sales unless they took in old cars 
at substantial allowances, merely 
serve to add more to the cluttered 
condition of the used car market. 
Another factor which is regarded 
as instrumental in cutting the de- 
mand for used automobiles, is the 
recent influenza epidemic, now prac- 
tically abated, but still prevalent and 
recent enough to make its influence 
felt. It is pointed out by dealers 
here that the epidemic has had a 
much more serious effect upon the 
market for used cars than for new 
ones, principally for the reason that

the financial handicaps imposed by | 


illness affect most seriously those 
who could only afford used cars, 
while those who can buy cars at 
fairly high prices in the new class— 
as contrasted with the lower rates 
for second-hand automobiles—do 
not feel the strain upon their purse- 
strings so seriously, and are, there- 
fore, not deterred from buying. 

In other words, people who had 
enough to pay for new cars have 
not been embarrassed by whatever 
expense illness may have cost them 
and are therefore able to go ahead 
with their purchases, while those of 
restricted means, who might 


more 
have bought used cars, have been 
hit so that they cannot buy cars 


of any kind until they recover from 
the financial strain of doctors’ bills, 
medicines and curtailed incomes 
caused by influenza.

Editor Automotive Daily News:—

And Now a Sales Tax 


that class taxation of motor vehicle owners usually starts 
on a modest basis and grows to the condition of an actual | 
menace. Taxes started in this country as a modest levy of 
a cent on the gallon, if we are not mistaken, in the state of | 
Washington. And now look at the thing. 

Furthermore, the principle that motor vehicles and 
their owners are an easy subject for class taxation once 
established, there are almost no lengths to which legislators 
will not go in “killing the goose.” 

These reflections are induced by the news that the 
Legislature of North Carolina is considering the imposition 
of a sales tax on motor vehicles amounting to 6 per cent. of 
the selling price of every new car sold. The state of North) 





Carolina already has a gasoline tax of 5 cents per gallon, | 
which gives the state some $20,000,000 a year, and which is, | 
of course, paid by the consumer. If this new proposal should 
become a law, the consumer would have 6 per cent. added 
to the original cost of his vehicle. On a $1,000 car this would 
amount to $60 additional; on a $2,000 vehicle the impost 
would be $120. 
Happily there is some question whether any class 
legislation of this kind would bear the scrutiny of the

courts. It would probably be declared unconstitutional, 


but it is alarming that state Legislatures have proceeded | 


so far along the line of muleting the motor vehicles as to 
consider trying this excessive impost on industry. 

The dealers of North Carolina are awake to the danger. 
Hoke S. Baggs, president of the North Carolina Automo- 
tive Trade Association, has sent out a broadside to his 
organization, stating that while he feels that such an unfair 
law will not be passed, nevertheless “‘we must not sit quietly 
and do nothing about it or it may slip through.” Every 
dealer is urged to file a protest at the capital in Raleigh. If|* 
the motoring vote is properly organized, it can stop any such | 
iniquitous proposal in any state in the Union. 


By-Products 


HERE is a very ancient aphorism that tells us that “a| 

penny saved is a penny earned.” To the younger gen- 
eration this probably seems a platitude dropped from the 
senile lips of old age. And yet in the final analysis one of 
the foundation stones of the tremendous prosperity in this 
country of ours is the elimination of waste in industry. 

One of the first industries to realize the importance of 
eliminating waste was the packing business. Even as far 
back as the last century the Chicago packers made the boast 
that they utilized everything about a pig “‘but the squeal.” 
At that time the oil industry was dumping by-products down 
the sewers, sometimes with surprising results in the way of 
explosions. Today almost no constituent of petroleum is} 
wasted. From naphtha to heavy wax, the crude oil is made 
to yield its last atom of usefulness. 

One of the manufacturers who has placed elimination | 
of waste on a scientific basis is Henry Ford. So thoroughly 
does Henry Ford realize that a penny saved a penny 
earned that he piled the pennies up until they reached, last 
year, the tidy sum of $13,000,000. All the operations in the 
Ford plants are arranged with the idea of wasting as little 
as is humanly possible. In the glass plant, the sheets are 
cut to waste a minimum of the surface, and any odd sizes are 
sold for windows, doors and other uses. Waste wood at the 
Ford plant is converted into such by-products charcoal 
and chemicals. 

The old aphorism is just as true today as it was in old 
Ben Franklin’s time, and, due to the tremendously more 
rapid pace of industry, the pennies saved mount more | 
quickly into millions of dollars earned.

There will be people who will read 
this, who will say that some of us 
are unduly alarmed. That was 
what the Roman senators said to 
the elder Cato when he warned the 


Roman Senate to beware of Car- 
thage. He was called an old dolt 
and was unduly excited. But 


Carthage was a real danger, and the 
Romans did not wake up until the 
streets of Carthage ran with Ro- 
man blood. 

The used car thing calls for truth- 
telling. We must not wear colored 
glasses in looking at it. Surely the 
multitude of dealers in this coun- 
try can properly approach the man- 
ufacturer as there are only about 
thirty-seven of them left. and unless 
that is done there will be no reason 
for consolation among the manufac- 
jturers about October next.

Rohrbach Develops Reaction Engine 









New York, Feb. 27.—Dr. Hans 
Rohrbach, chief engineer of the 
Rohrback Metal Airship Company 


of Berlin and Kiel. has developed a 


novel gasoline engine, which he

NTRY into the aviation industry in recent months has of the Federal Motor Truck Com- 


profits for the Continental Motors Corporation. Already the} 


largest single producer of automobile motors in this country, 
it is meeting with marked success in its initia] ventures with 
the airplane engine. 


Until last year, the corporation was engaged exclusively in the making | 
of gasoline-driven motors, but in 1928 it added shock absorbers, through | 


its purchase of the Hydro Check Shock Absorber Corporation. And after 
having used natural gas under its boilers in the Muskegon, Mich., plant 
for some time with success, the company is now selling gas from its own 
properties to other manufacturers. 

The Continental Red Seal motor is widely used by passenger 
car, commercial car and bus builders. It is also well known in the 
marine, agriculture and industrial power field. Among the passenger 
ears which are powered with the Continental product are the Davis, 
Dyrant, Erskine, Jordan, Moon, Peerless, two models; Reo, one model, 
and the Windsor. Among the trucks are the Brockway, Day-Elder, 
Diamond T, Durant, Hahn, Indiana, Larrabee, Moreland, Reo, Rugby, 
Standard and Victor. 

The first showing of the new Continental seven-cylinder radial airplane 
motor was made at the New York Automobile Show last month. This 
was the forerunner of aircraft products to be ready for the trade in 
April. It is rated at 150 horse power. A new four-cylinder industrial motor 
series was arinounced in January. It is slow-speed and is designed par- 
ticularly for tractors, shovels, cranes and rock crushers. This series has 
eight models, H21 to H28, and is already meeting with success. 

Last year was really a notable year for Continental. In 1926 it had 
acquired the world patents for the single sleeve-valve engine, and by the 
beginning of 1928 the factory was in shape for the quantity production of 
this Continental single sleeve engine, from which it is claimed that a 
much higher percentage of horse power can be developed than from the 
best poppet-valve engine of the same size. This type of motor had been 
used abroad for some years, but numerous experiments and adjustments 
were necessary to perfect it for use in this country. Soon after acquiring 
the world patent rights, Continental obtained a contract with the United 
States government for the development of an airplane motor of the single 
valve-sleeve type. 

British Continental Motors, Ltd., was formed to handle the British 
rights to the single sleeve engine. 

One of the most favorable factors of the company’s outlook in 
1928 was the obtaining of a good contract with the Ford Motor 
Company and since that time an increasing volume of business with 
that great manufacturing company has been reported. The com- 
pany had a standing order for 1,000 crank shafts daily from Ford. 

Continental Motors Corporation was incorpcrated in 1917 to take 
over the Continental Motors Company, which originated in 1902 in 
Chicago as the Auto Car Equipment Company of Illinois, with the 
purpose of making engines for ‘auto cars.” Its backers in 1905 decided 
to change the name to Continental Motor Manufacturing Company, and 
with this done, they moved the business to Muskegon, Mich., which they 
believed offered opportunties, a move they have not regretted. They 


incorporated in Michigan a year later, taking over the Illinois company, | 


and until 1911 the entire organization was located at Muskegon. 
year a plant was opened at Detroit and headquarters were moved to 
the city which was rapidly becoming the leading automotive city in the 
world. The name was changed to Continental Motors Company in 
1916, company giving way to corporation a year later. 

In addition to Continental Motors, Ltd., previously described, another 
subsidiary is the Continental Investment Company, organized to handle 
the sale of the corporation’s securities, chiefly to employees. 

Because of the increasing use of shock absorbers as original 
equipment on cars of all types, Continental entered this field by 
buying the Hydro Check and Shock Absorber Corporation, which was 
organized to produce a new type absorber, combining the princi- 
ples of hydraulic and pneumatic cushioning. Manufacture of this 
product was started last year in the Detroit plant. It was recently 
adopted as standard equipment on all Paramount taxicabs. 

Continental makes replacement parts for its engines and they are 
marketed through service stations in all parts of the country and through 
dealers who handle cars, trucks, etc., containing the Continental engine. 

The saving through the use of natural gas instead of coal and fuel 
oil at Muskegon is said to be about $200,000 a year. Also a good profit 
is being made from the sale of some 2,000,000 cubic feet daily to the 
Brunswick-Balke-Collender Company for fuel at its Muskegon plant, at 
a price of from 8 to 10 cents per 1,000 cubic feet. Announcement of this 
contract with Brunswick was made only last month. This gas is obtained 
from 1,500 acres of land owned by Continental, which is reported also 
to have produced oil. 

The capital stock consists of 3,000,000 shares of common no par 
authorized, with 1,760,845 shares outstanding. But the company is now 
offering stockholders of record February 2, 1929, the right to subscribe 
to 352,169 shares of stock at $17.50 a share on the basis of one share 
for each five held by the subscriber. These rights expire on March 9. 
With the stock now selling at well above $20 a share, the rights will 
likely all be exercised. The proceeds will be used to retire outstanding 
first mortgage 6'% per cent. bonds, which at the close of the fiscal year 
ended October 31, 1928, amounted to $6,215,300. 

The present company when organized had $3,500,000 in $100 par 
preferred stock, and $14,522,580 common $10 par. In October, 1922, 
authorized common was increased to 3,000,000 shares and new common 
was exchanged share for share for the old, and in 1923 all the preferred 
was retired. Dividends were paid on the preferred regularly until retire- 
ment and on the old common from issuance to 1920 at rates advancing 
from 312 per cent., in 1917, to 7 per cent., in 1920. Common payments

Representative Dallas Sullivan of 
Union county, one of the small 
counties of the state, is author of 
the gasoline tax bill. He fostered 
the original two-cept tax bill, and 
succeeded in winning a one-cent in- 
crease two years ago 


His proposal would take away 
$1,600 000 that now goes to cities 
for use on township roads. That 
provision has aroused the opposi- 


tion of urban legislators, and oil 
companies and motorists are oppos- 
ing it for the additional burden it 
puts on auto owners 

A solid rural vote is sufficient to 
carry the bill. and it is considered 
probable that Sullivan will be able 
to again muster such a vote for the 
support of his bill. 

Motorists’ organizations are op- 
posing the dollar license fee bill, 
arguing that it is a revenue rats- 
ing measure, and as such is unfair 
to the motorist. They also oppose 
the state police force, which would 
be supported by a tax on motor- 
ists. 

Senate committees have approved 
both bills, and the House Committee 
has given its O. K. to the 25-cent 
license fee bill. 


Arkansas Bill Aims 
At Car Manufacturer 


Little Rock, Ark., Feb. 26.—A bill 
pending in the Arkansas Legisla- 
ture proposes to tax automobile 
manufacturers $500 on each brand 
of car held in the state. Individual 
dealers are to be taxed $20 on each 
make of car handled and dealers 
in used cars $50. This bill is said 
to be a copy of the North Carolina 
law.
